they had not thought much about 
it. Anything that is grafted on 
another 
organism 
will 
become 
absorbed. There is in some way 
a difference that nature re-ents. 
If you were to get your arm 
cut off smooth, and that arm 
were grafted back it would be­ 
come as good as ever. But if an 
attempt was made to graft an 
arm from some other human, that 
arm would go on a year or two 
and 
then 
begin 
to 
perish. 
It 
would be absorbed by the other 
part of the body. Plant propaga­ 
tors 
know 
that 
if a 
limb 
is 
grafted on a tree and the other 
part of the tree allowed to re­ 
main, that in a few year: this 
other part of the tree will ab­ 
sorb the grafted part. If a rose 
bush is planted and a sucker al­ 
lowed to come up from the roots 
or below the graft it will Ьг 
only a short time until all the 
nutrition stops to the pretty part 
of the rose and the whole plane 
will become a wild rose. 
We can put a half dozen or 
a hundred different kinds of pe­ 
cans on one tree and they will 
all grew and do well until the 
part below the graft gets a good 
start and then all the new fops 
will die. The part mo«t like the 
root will live longest but it too 
will finally play out. 
“They thought they woud be 
able to graft glands and prolong 
life but the rest of the body will 
absorb these glands in a few 
weeks. 
“The only way we can graft 
trees and get them to live is 
not to give the main or original 
part a chance to live, without 
supporting its step-child. It had 
rather live and support the step­ 
child.
